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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention relates to a field of transcoding bitstreams and more particularly to reducing 
drift while transcoding video bitstreams. The various cited prior art of record fails to 
anticipate or render obviousness a method for compensating for drift in macroblocks of 
a partially decoded input bitstream, the macroblocks including intra-mode and inter- 
mode macroblocks, and each macroblock including DCT coefficients, and a motion 
vector, comprising: measuring an estimate of drift in the partially decoded input 
bitstream; translating the estimated of drift into an intra refresh rate; mapping the modes 
of inter-mode macroblock to inter-mode macroblock according to the refresh rate; and 
modifying the DCT coefficients and the motion vector for each changed macroblock in 
accordance with the mapping for each changed macroblock to compensate for drift as 
specified in claims 1 and 9.
